He murdered his Gracious Soveraign, Exiled h1« pious 
Son, enflaved-his Fellow-Subje&s, ſhed abundance cf inno- 
c.nt Bloud, Tyrannized over Three Kingdoms, Nurſed He» 
r<ſies, prote&ed, and promoted Traycors, juſtified Rebelli- 
on, defigned, laboured, and endeavoured to extirpate Mo- 
naichy together with all the Royal Progeny of our late bleſſed 
King of ever gloxiow Memory. This is that Cramwel of whom
